New market call 
for teenage traders 

A MARKET giving teenage entrepreneurs 
the chance to showcase their wares will 
take place for the first time in Dudley. 

Up to 30 stalls will be set up in Stone 
Street Square for the Teenage Market Day 
on October 31. It’s the first event of its kind 
to be held in the borough and has been or¬ 
ganised by Dudley Ambassadors scheme 
with funding from the European Regional 
Development Fund and Dudley Council.

THOUSANDS more street 
lights across Dudley can now 
be dimmed as part of a £4.5 
million project to save money. 

Lamps in the borough have been 
fitted with new energy-saving LED 
lanterns as part of a move to cut the 
council’s energy bills. 

Now 26,000 of the council’s 32,000 street 
lights can be controlled to save energy and 
19,400 of these can be dimmed. 

It is estimated the move could save £100,000 
during the next financial year. 

Two years ago the council began the project 
to upgrade the borough’s lamps with lights that 
use around half the energy. The £4.5m was also 
spent on a new computer system. 

By swapping traditional bulbs for LED 
(light-emitting diode), maintenance costs for 
the lamps are also much lower. 

Lighting levels can be cut at night using a 
dimming device when there is less traffic. 

In total around 27,000 lights will be con¬ 
verted or replaced as part of the project. 

The council’s chief executive Sarah Norman 
said: “The Street Lighting Central Manage¬ 
ment System (CMS) was fully commissioned 
and operational in April 2013 and conversion 
of the street lighting stock continues. 

“As at August 24, 26,000 of the council’s 
32,000 street lights can now be controlled via 
the CMS system remotely to help save energy; 
19,400 of these can be dimmed. 

Spend is forecast to be within budget and 
completion of the scheme is expected during 
financial year 2015/16.” 

The central management system gives coun¬ 
cil workers greater control of the lights via a 
radio-controlled telecell device, which is con¬ 
trolled through the computer system. 

Trial 

Before the project began a trial was carried 
out on the Priory estate which saw 100 out¬ 
dated lamps replaced with modern white lights. 

The team piloted 10 different types of ener¬ 
gy-saving fittings in roads in the Priory area 
to establish which option offers best value for 
money. 

During the past two years, the council has 
also spent thousands of pounds replacing dan¬ 
gerous or outdated lampposts. 

Last year the council revealed plans to turn 
off lights after midnight in some areas from 
2016 onwards. 

Bosses hope it makes little difference as most 
people are in bed between midnight and 5am. 

Dudley Council is not the only authority 
working to reduce energy costs. 

Across the border in Sandwell, thousands of 
street lights are also being fitted with new en¬ 
ergy-saving devices at a cost of £1.8m. 

Sandwell Council says the move will slash 
£400,000 from its annual energy bills.

A COMMUNITY garden group is celebrating 
a blooming marvellous first year as growers 
for charity. 

The Jasmine Road Community Gardens, 
in Kates Hill, Dudley, was given charitable 
status a year ago and group members held a 
garden show and entertainment to celebrate, 
attracting more than 100 people. 

Janet Hilken, chairperson of the group, 
said: “Our first year has been fantastic. It has 
been hard work but worth it. 

“Our show was to celebrate the success of 
our first year along with our charity status. 


“We had entertainment from the Sedgley 
Strummers and our earth oven was open bak¬ 
ing bread. It was lovely.” 

The show raised £253 from sales and do¬ 
nations. The group has received grants from 
Wolves Aid, Comic Relief and Sobell Founda¬ 
tion. It provides work experience and training 
to people with learning disabilities, mental 
health issues and long-term unemployed. 

Jasmine Road Community Gardens was set 
up following the closure of St Thomas’ Net¬ 
work in July 2014. 

Mrs Hilken, who previously was chief exec¬ 


utive of the network, said: “We work along¬ 
side lots of different people in the community, 
growing vegetables and plants and selling 
them on. It is extremely important to the 
community and we knew we had to keep the 
project alive, so we are happy that our first 
year has been such a success.” 

“We are a voluntary organisation, with 
about 10 members at the moment, but we are 
always on the look out for more volunteers to 
come down and help us out.

STABBING 

Five arrested after 
man seriously hurt 

FIVE people were arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of attempted murder after a man 
was found with serious stab wounds in 
Cradley Heath. 

Two other men were arrested for af¬ 
fray after the victim, in his 20s, suffered 
head and chest injuries in an attack in 
Littlehill Cresent on Friday. 

All seven were freed on bail on Sun¬ 
day pending further inquires. 

Police said the man suffered ‘life 
changing injuries’ and was in a serious 
but stable condition in hospital. 


TECHNOLOGY 

Computer network to 
get major overhaul 

A £175,000 scheme to upgrade Dudley 
Council’s computer network — the first in 
16 years — is about to happen and officials 
warn of possible disruption. 

All of the authority’s systems, including 
telephones and online services, will be 
shut down on Sunday for the work to be 
carried out. 

There will be no access for making pay¬ 
ments, checking on-line records, using the 
council’s internet page, e-mailing or calling 
the council. 

Bosses said they would try and minimise 
disruption and Councillor David Sparks 
said the upgrade was long overdue.

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Councils are willing to take 


MORE than 100 Syrian refugees are 
estimated to be coming to the Black 
Country and Staffordshire, as coun¬ 
cils work out how to help and house 
them. 

Wolverhampton council alone is 
predicting around 20 people will 
make up its share of 20,000 refugees 
the UK has pledged to take. Similar 
numbers are likely in Walsall, Dud¬ 
ley and Sandwell, based on the size of 
the population — if councils agree to 
accept them. 

Birmingham City Council has al¬ 
ready offered places for 50. 


It comes as petitions have been 
started urging councils to take in 
refugees fleeing Syria’s civil war, 
caught between the brutal regime of 
President Bashar al-Assad and the 
so-called Islamic State. 

But local authority bosses are con¬ 
cerned that Government funding to 
help them with refugees is only guar¬ 
anteed for a year. 

The new arrivals will be given a one 
off allowance of £200 each for cloth¬ 
ing while councils will work to house 
refugees in private rented homes. 

Councils will also get funding to 


provide English language courses for 
refugees, social care costs and extra 
funding for schools to cater for more 
pupils. 

Dudley Council leader Councillor 
Pete Lowe said the authority had not 
yet decided how many to accept but it 
would be around the same number as 
Wolverhampton. 

Sandwell Council leader Councillor 
Darren Cooper said a decision had 
not yet been made but would depend 
on what funding the Government 
would offer. 

Councillor Philip Atkins, Leader of 


refugees 

Staffordshire County Council, said: 
“We know that there is not a simple 
answer to this crisis in Syria and the 
impact on those fleeing its borders. 

“Britain has a long history of pro¬ 
viding a home to genuine refugees. It 
has taken 5,000 people from the Syr¬ 
ian conflict already and has provided 
more than £lbn in aid to help desper¬ 
ate people such as these - and clearly 
more still needs to be done. 

“We will of course be willing to do 
all we can to support and welcome 
any families into our county and into 
our communities if asked.” 


Paedophile’s 
appeal over 
his sentence 
is rejected 

A ‘PREDATORY’ paedophile who car¬ 
ried out a campaign of sex abuse against 
a vulnerable young girl has been told by 
top judges his jail term was not a day too 
long. 

Joseph Royton Morton, aged 37, 
groomed his victim and subjected her to 
more than 50 sexual attacks. 

Morton, of Central Drive, Coseley, 
was jailed for 22 years at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court on December 16 of last 
year. 

He had been found guilty of 12 sexual 
offences against his victim, including 
four rapes. 

Last week, Lord Justice Laws, Mr Jus¬ 
tice Mitting and Mr Justice Walker, sit¬ 
ting at London’s Criminal Appeal Court, 
heard Morton’s lawyers argue that he 
was treated too harshly. 

The court heard that his victim was 
so traumatised by what had happened 
to her that she had self-harmed and had 
even attempted to take her own life in 
the aftermath of Morton’s offending 
against her. 

Lord Justice Laws said that Morton’s 
‘predatory instincts had taken over’ and 
that he had ‘conducted a campaign of 
sexual abuse’. 

Dismissing his appeal against the sen¬ 
tence, the judge said: “The victim must 
have been suffering severe psychological 
distress. 

“There was no remorse and the of¬ 
fending was at the top end of such be¬ 
haviour. 

“The sentence of 22 years reflected the 
totality of the offending.”

Ex-boyfriend is jailed 
for revenge porn image 

A MAN from Wordsley who 
changed his ex-girlfriend’s Face- 
book profile picture to a graph¬ 
ic image, taken while they were 
a couple, has been jailed for 
10 months under new ‘revenge 
porn’ laws. 

Samuel Bishop also sent the picture 
to eight other social network users, in¬ 
cluding friends, family and work col¬ 
leagues of his victim. 

Dudley Magistrates Court last week 
jailed Bishop for the offences, saying they 
were a serious breach of trust. Bishop 
showed no emotion as he was taken away 
to begin his sentence. 

The court was told the victim had ‘felt 
sick to her stomach’ upon realising what 
Bishop, aged 29, had done. 

Bishop and his victim had been in a rela¬ 
tionship but had split up. He continued to 
victimise her and was charged with battery 
in 2012. The court in Kidderminster was 
told that he had breached a restraining 
order in April 2013, leading to eight weeks 
in prison. There had been no further issues 
until May 24 this year when the victim 
woke up to find the intimate photograph 
had been sent to her new partner’s phone. 

Miss Val Hart, prosecuting, said: “The 
picture had been sent to eight different 
people including her new partner, friends, 
work colleagues and a family member - 
all male. She then checked Facebook and 
found the profile picture had also been 
changed.” 

Sentenced 

The victim deleted the picture but when 
she checked Facebook later the same day 
the profile picture had been changed back 
to the intimate photograph. 

Miss Hart said the victim could not un¬ 
derstand why Bishop wanted to hurt her. 

The photograph had been taken years be¬ 
fore when they were still a couple. 

Bishop, of Hamilton Drive, had pleaded 
guilty to two counts of disclosing private 
sexual photographs with intent to cause 
distress. He was sentenced to 20 weeks for 
each charge to be served consecutively and 
ordered to pay £2,000 compensation. 

Mr Andrew Wakeman, defending, said 
his client had a problem with alcohol and it 
had led to ‘a deep feeling of unhappiness’. 


Here we go again — pub fight back on

CAMPAIGNERS have vowed to 
battle revived and revised plans 
for a Co-op store to be built on a 
pub car park in Cradley Heath - 
just months after the last bid was 
thrown out. 

Regulars at the Haden Cross 
thought that they had successfully 
stopped developers when an appli¬ 
cation was rejected by Sandwell 
Council in January. 

But New River Retail, who 
bought hundreds of Midlands pubs 
from Marstons, now claim to have 


addressed issues that saw the orig¬ 
inal plan fail and have submitted a 
revised blueprint for a new store. 

A public meeting was called 
by Friends of Haden Cross at the 
Halesowen Road pub last week 
with residents and councillors at¬ 
tending. 

Chairman of the group, Tim 
Haskey, said that they had thought 
they had shaken developers off 
when the pub was granted Asset 
of Community Value (ACV) status 
by the council but the new proposal 


had left them feeling downhearted. 

The owners have suggested re¬ 
taining more parking spaces for 
the pub and making the store’s roof 
lower than the pub’s 
Mr Haskey said: “I am annoyed 
that they have come back. New 
River has proposed more spaces 
for the pub now from their original 
proposal but that is still a loss of 
the 16 spaces and our beer garden.” 

The Friends group is encourag¬ 
ing everyone to make fresh objec¬ 
tions and to sign their new petition.

Father is 
facing jail 
for having 
a stun gun 

A FATHER-OF-THREE faces at least 
five years in prison after being caught 
with an electric stun gun that was dis¬ 
guised as a mobile phone. 

Banaris Ali also had a BB gas gun 
when police stopped his car in Hall 
Street, Dudley on March 9, a judge 
heard. 

The 34-year-old from Fir Street, 
Dudley pleaded guilty to possession 
of the disguised firearm, the gas-pow¬ 
ered gun and a quantity of cannabis 
when he appeared at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. 

He further admitted drink driving 
and driving without insurance. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, defending, 
explained that Ali has a family and 
runs a mobile valeting business. 

Reports 

He added: “He knows the sort of 
sentence that could follow but wishes 
to make arrangements and put his af¬ 
fairs in order first.” 

The defendant was remanded on 
bail for reports until Tuesday, Octo¬ 
ber 6, when the details of the case will 
be revealed in court. 

But he was told by Judge Amjad 
Nawaz: “You should not read any¬ 
thing into the fact I have granted you 
bail. 

“One of the offences which you have 
admitted carries a mandatory min¬ 
imum sentence of five years unless 
there are exceptional circumstances. 

“It is almost certain that a custodial 
sentence will follow.” 

Office block to 
be demolished 

A FORMER office block in Upper Gor- 
nal that was once home to a computer 
training company will be demolished. 

Tatton Hall Homes applied to Dud¬ 
ley Council for permission to bulldoze 
University House in Jews Lane. 

The large office building is the 
former base of Computeach Interna¬ 
tional which sells computer training 
worldwide. Most of the company’s 
operation was moved to a new pur¬ 
pose-built block just yards away 15 
years ago. 

Dudley Council’s planning officers 
rubber stamped the demolition pro¬ 
ject this week. 

Tatton Hall Homes has yet to re¬ 
vealed exact plans for the site. New 
housing developments have been built 
nearby in recent years. 

Make bee-line for 
some sweet talk

£8m bid to rescue theatre ruled out 



Hippodrome — demolition a ‘travesty’ 


AN ENTERTAINMENT company 
behind an £8 million bid to takeover 
Dudley Hippodrome has ruled out 
buying the venue. 

Dudley Council has offered inter¬ 
ested parties a final chance to put for¬ 
ward new business cases to take over 
the venue by the end of this month. 

The Rok Group, led by Wolver¬ 
hampton businessman Jonathan 
Kendrick, pulled out of talks earlier 
this year claiming senior councillors 
had failed to met them to discuss the 
proposed deal. 

But in the statement, the firm said: 


“It is with regret that the Rok group 
have decided they no longer wish to 
pursue the acquisition, refurbishment 
and reopening of the Dudley Hippo¬ 
drome.” 

It continued: “We wish the friends 
group and any other interested par¬ 
ties the best of luck in securing this 
historic venue for the people of Dud¬ 
ley and reiterate that demolishing the 
building would be a travesty.” 

UKIP group members have called 
for deputy leader Judy Foster, who 
had overseen regeneration projects at 
the time of the bid, to resign. 


Councillor Foster said she will not 
step down saying it would not be nor¬ 
mal practice for councillors to meet 
developers in the early stages of talks. 

Talks broke down between with the 
company and Dudley Council, which 
owns the Hippodrome, over three 
main issues — use of the car park to 
the rear of the building managed by 
Dudley Zoo, costs of the removal of 
asbestos and rate relief. 

Sedgley councillor and West Mid¬ 
lands MEP Bill Etheridge said Coun¬ 
cillor Foster’s position as deputy 
leader was ‘untenable’. 


Elderly face rise in day 
care cost due to cuts 


ELDERLY people may have to pay 
more for services such as home vis¬ 
its, day care and luncheon clubs due 
to cuts planned by Dudley Council. 

The authority currently has £5.3 mil¬ 
lion contracts for preventative care and 
support services. 

But some of these face being slashed as the 
council will be getting less funding from Gov¬ 
ernment. 

Age Concern Stourbridge and Halesowen 
is among 65 organisations which could be hit. 
The group receives around £216,000 in funding 
each year to provide its services but will now 
have to re-tender for funding. 

People using The Elton Centre in Stour¬ 
bridge, Halesowen Day Centre in Green Lane, 
and a day care centre at Stourbridge’s Mary 
Stevens Hospice, currently pay around £8.50 a 
day. The fee goes towards luncheon clubs and 
activities. Bosses say this is less than similar 
organisations which can charge around £25. 

Dudley Council says it will need to make 
funding cuts to the voluntary and community 
sectors through its service level agreements. 
But bosses vowed to ensure this happens with¬ 
out reducing front line services. 

Future 

Age Concern chairman Ken Turner said the 
group did not want to have to put up prices for 
users but was worried about what the future 
may hold. 

“It leaves a great deal of uncertainty as we 
are unsure about how much of the money will 
we continue to receive,” he said. “It will be 
hard for organisations like ours to plan. We 
don’t want to ask people for more money.” 

Councillor Dave Branwood, in charge of 
adult social care, said talks were ongoing with 
organisations. 

“The amount of funding from central gov¬ 
ernment to councils (Revenue Support Grant) 
decreases significantly over the coming finan¬ 
cial years,” he said. 

“The council will need to carefully look at 
funding to some organisations as we make sure 
that the services we have meet the needs for 
local people. Before any decisions are made we 
will be working with local groups and speaking 
to people to look at the potential impact. 

“The Care Act requires the council to ensure 
the quality of its support and consider any im¬ 
pact on the financial arrangements of these 
organisations.”

Fancy a 
dram of 
£43,000 
whisky? 

A VERY special bottle of 
whisky with an eye-water¬ 
ing £43,000 price tag has 
gone on display at a wine 
merchants in Stourbridge. 

The 50-year-old Macallan 
single malt, which is pricier 
than most family cars, is on 
show at Nickolls and Perks. 

It works out at around 
£1,869 for a wee dram of the 
whisky, which is the first 
edition made in a collabora¬ 
tion between distillers Ma¬ 
callan and French crystal 
experts Lalique, who created 
the limited edition bottle. 

Nickolls and Perks had 
a similar bottle in the shop 
three years ago, which sold 
for £15,000 - so the whisky 
has nearly tripled in price. 

Marketing manager Tim 
Robbins said: “It was one of 
an edition of 470. Macallan 
are working with Lalique to 
produce a series of six edi¬ 
tions and this was the very 
first one, which goes back 
around six years.” 

The whisky comes from 
Macallan’s distillery in 
Speyside. The bottle was 
acquired on behalf of a col¬ 
lector by the store, which 
is organising the Midlands 
Whisky Festival tomorrow 
(Fri) and Saturday at Stour¬ 
bridge Town Hall. 
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it's a New Look for

FASHION retailer New Look will 
open a new standalone menswear 
store at Merry Hill next month. 

Fifteen jobs will be created by the 
business which will open its doors 
on October 7. More positions are ex¬ 
pected to follow in the future. 

It follows the opening of a new cafe 
which has also created 15 jobs at the 
shopping centre. Ultimate Cafe has 
been opened by The Interesting Eat¬ 
ing Company on the ground floor 
of Ultimate Outdoors. The outdoor 
equipment chain took over the old 
Kiddicare shop in May. 

Robberies in parks 
causing concern 

YOUTHS have been targetting and 
robbing people in two Coseley parks 
prompting extra police patrols. 

Residents raised concerns with the 
police over recent incidents in Clayton 
Park and Silver Jubilee Park. 

Coseley East neighbourhood ser¬ 
geant Jimmy Jones said: “Anti-social 
behaviour in Coseley parks is always 
of concern to local residents. The 
parks have also been targeted from 
youths out of the area.” 

Police have worked to curb the 
problem including events to give 
youngsters something to do.

A SERVICE of thanksgiving to mark 
the 75th anniversary of the Battle 
of Britain is being held in a Dudley 
church. The service at St Thomas and 
St Luke, in Vicar Street, known as 
Top Church, is on Sunday at 11.30am, 
to remember the air crews whose sac¬ 
rifice halted Nazi invasion plans.

More than 30 borough residents, born in 1952, 
have accepted an invitation to join the Mayor to 
sign the book at a civic reception at the Council 
House. 

They were be joined by the Deputy Lord-Lieu¬ 
tenant of the West Midlands, Peter Tomlinson. 

Councillor Waltho said: “This is a great occa¬ 


sion for us to mark and I am delighted to have 
been part of this historic event by being the first 
to sign the commemorative book. It gives people 
the opportunity to pass on their well wishes to the 
Queen in what is a tremendous achievement.” 

The book will be available until October 12 and 
councillors will have the opportunity to sign it at 
a meeting of the full council. It will then be sent 
to the Royal family. 

The previous record belonged to Queen Victoria, 
who reigned for 63 years and 216 days. 


United in celebrating 
life of football legend

FOOTBALL fans have wel¬ 
comed news of a major 
celebration event in Dud¬ 
ley marking the life of 
Dudley-born England and 
Manchester United player 
Duncan Edwards. 

Edwards, who had been tipped to 
follow Wolves hero Billy Wright as 
England skipper, died aged 21 from 
injuries sustained in the 1958 Mu¬ 
nich air disaster. 

A plane containing the United 
team, supporters and journalists 
crashed at the Germany city’s air¬ 
port after a stop to refuel on the way 
back to England following a match 
against Red Star Belgrade. 

The statue which stands in his 
honour has been given new prom¬ 
inence in the heart of the historic 
Dudley market place. After its move 
across the market place to the Cas¬ 
tle Street side as part of a £6 million 
market revamp, a re-dedication cer¬ 
emony and service is being held at 
the statue on October 1. 

Brian Mulholland of the Manches¬ 
ter United Supporters’ Club said the 
occasion would be fitting for a foot¬ 
balling legend. 

“The service will be a very special 
day in commemorating a football ge¬ 
nius, who, had he lived, would most 
definitely have been hailed as one of 
the greatest footballers of all time,” 
he said. 

Magnificent 

“Sincere thanks go to Dudley 
Council for all their hard work in or¬ 
ganising this magnificent honour.” 

“On a personal level, myself 
and two friends, together with our 
wives, travel to Munich every Feb¬ 
ruary to attend a memorial service 
for the Busby Babes. ” 

The event on Thursday, October 
1, is from 10.45am, on what would 
have been the player’s 79th birth¬ 
day It will blend a commemoration 
of Edwards’ achievements, a civic 
ceremony and celebration of today’s 
talent. The player’s relatives will be 
guests of honour and there will be 
a demonstration of football skills by 
freestyler Colin Neil.

“The barbecue over there is amaz¬ 
ing - we love it.

Mr Beardsmore, age 34, said the 
venue’s head chef Martin Dunn has a 
background in French cuisine and has 
mastered a new style of cooking. 

On the trip to America to source 
equipment, Mr Beardsmore got tips 
from American celebrity chef Myron 
Mixon, a three-time world barbecue 
champion who has won over 1,700 
trophies for his cooking, and has his 
own US TV show, BBQ Pitmasters.

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More help 
for families 
effected by 
road tragedy 

WEST Midlands Police is launching a 
new department to help the families 
of road crash victims. 

The force has worked with the be¬ 
reaved to develop its new Family Liai¬ 
son Support Unit, the first of its kind 
in the UK. 

Previously, the officer acting as 
their point of contact was chosen at 
random from a pool of volunteers who 
all had other police roles too. 

With the force averaging between 
80 and 90 fatal traffic crashes every 
year, and officers working different 
shift patterns in a variety of locations 
across the West Midlands, the force 
was not always able to offer a consist¬ 
ent level of support for a family. 

But the new unit has eight Family 
Liaison Officers (FLOs) whose sole 
job it is to provide that assistance and 
each will have their own cases. They 
will be part of the Force Collision In¬ 
vestigation unit. 

Superintendent Paul Keasey, West 
Midlands Police head of Traffic, said: 
“This is a national first. We are lead¬ 
ing the way in creating a centre of 
excellence. 

“There are three different elements 
to the role of the FLO — to help with 
the investigation, to support the fam¬ 
ily of the victim and to signpost them 
to other support services and organi¬ 
sations that may be able to help. 

“As well as supporting families, of¬ 
ficers will also be able to spend time 
establishing and developing relation¬ 
ships with local community groups or 
charities offering support for those 
who have lost loved ones.” 


Extra patrols held 
after rise in crime 

CRIME is on the rise in Wordsley 
with the situation being described as 
‘disturbing’. 

In the past three months, the num¬ 
ber of incidents in the town has risen 
by 17 per cent, prompting extra police 
patrols. 

Burglaries have risen with 10 
homes targeted from April to June. 
There was also break-ins at sheds and 
garages. 

Councillor Derrick Hemingsley 
said: “There has been some disturb¬ 
ing news about increases in burglaries 
at houses, sheds and garages in Word¬ 
sley and it is very important for the 
public to report incidents and suspi¬ 
cious activity to the police.” 

A crime awareness group, Wordsley 
Street Watch, has been established.

Hotel room demand at all-time high 


DEMAND for hotel rooms in the Black Country has 
risen to the highest since records began. 

Occupancy rates in hotels hit 70 per cent - the 
best half year since 2011. 

According to research from Marketing Birming¬ 
ham’s Regional Observatory, collated by travel re¬ 
search company STR Global, it was four per cent 
better than January to June in 2014. 

Revenue per available room in the Black Country 
was also up by 12 per cent from £30.46 in 2014 to 
£34.11 for the first six months of 2015. 

Monthly occupancy rates peaked at 74 per cent 
in March, while May was also a particularly strong 
month fwith an eight per cent rise in occupancy and 
14 per cent increase in revenue per room. 


Black Country Local Enterprise Partnership 
board member Ninder Johal said: “We have long 
known that the variety and standard of accommo¬ 
dation in the Black Country is outstanding and that 
our visitor and cultural sector offers something dis¬ 
tinctive” 

Simon Barratt, general manager at Village Urban 
Resort Dudley, said: “We have seen a nine per cent 
occupancy rise versus the previous year for the first 
half of 2015, which looks set to continue. This is 
mainly due to gaining a number of significant corpo¬ 
rate contracts, along with families taking advantage 
of the fantastic local attractions during the school 
holidays. This rise in occupancy has allowed us to 
continually invest in our property.” 


A noticeable rise in visitor numbers to the re¬ 
gion’s major attractions was a key contributory fac¬ 
tor to the strong performance figures. 

The Black Country Living Museum in Dudley saw 
its visitor numbers rise by seven per cent between 
January and June, from 113,761 to 121,594. 

Laura Wakelin, director of marketing and com¬ 
munications, said: “Visitors have told us that seeing 
the museum on TV over the past 12 months, in new 
programmes such as BBCl’s 24 Hours in the Past, 
has spurred them to make the journey to visit.” 

It has also been a bright outlook for Dudley Zoo 
with figures at the Castle Hill attraction up by 1,500 
this August, compared to the same period last year. 


Hope for 10,000 jobs as 

enterprise plans revived 


STALLED plans for an enterprise 
zone that would transform Brierley 
Hill and bring more than 10,000 jobs 
to the town are back on the table. 

The Waterfront and Harts Hill areas 
will be revamped, with Dudley Council 
and the Black Country Local Enterprise 
Partnership now working together on the 
proposals. 

The initiative was first mooted in 2011 but 
shelved in favour of sites around Darlaston and 
Wolverhampton’s i54. 

A report released ahead of the council’s cabi¬ 
net meeting this week has revealed a fresh bid 
is being put together to revamp the town - po¬ 
tentially creating 10,600 jobs. 

Deputy leader Councillor Judy Foster said 
the authority was optimistic about the move. 

She said: “We’re working very hard to at¬ 
tract investment in Dudley borough and this 
is very welcome but it’s still at the early stages. 

“We want to transform Brierley Hill, im¬ 
prove and develop it - that’s our vision as it’s 
such a strategic centre for the Black Country. 

“We want it to punch its weight and this is a 
really exciting opportunity. 

“But it’s not just about this enterprise zone, 
as we’ve also got the area action plan and plans 
for the high street.” 

Incentives 

Government-backed enterprise zones can 
offer a range of incentives for businesses to 
start up or expand. 

The report states: “Waterfront and Harts 
Hill provide a major opportunity for the bor¬ 
ough, the Black Country and indeed the region. 

“At the Waterfront, there is some 650,000 
sq ft of high quality office accommodation, ap¬ 
proximately 40 per cent of which is currently 
vacant. 

“If fully occupied this space would host up to 
4,600 new jobs. 

“Furthermore, in addition to confirming 
Brierley Hill as a new strategic centre for the 
Black Country, the Black Country Joint Core 
Strategy provides the planning framework for 
an additional one million sq ft of office space 
within the area, with the scope to create more 
than 6,000 new jobs.” 

The Government launched enterprise zones 
during April 2012 as part of its long-term eco¬ 
nomic plan, with benefits for firms including 
business rate discounts and other incentives to 
encourage enterprise.

Cameron’s 
blindness 
to needs of 
provinces 


NO doubt David Cameron’s unfortunate 
quip about folk from different parts of 
Yorkshire hating one another because 
they had put so many rival bids in for gov¬ 
ernment cash was a casual aside, never 
intended to offend anybody, and which 
will probably be quickly forgotten. 

It does, though, give an interesting 
insight into how little understanding the 
London-centric political class has of pro¬ 
vincial Britain. 

It seems Mr Cameron was surprised 
that people in different parts of York¬ 
shire had different priorities, and wanted 
money for their own localities rather than 
cutting a deal among themselves about 
where the money should go. But York¬ 
shire is a huge county. Just how would 
pouring money into the south of the 
county, which is basically the East Mid¬ 
lands, benefit somebody in the Dales? 

It’s no different here. While there is a lot 
of talk about devolution at the moment, 
it all sounds like anything but. Instead 
of local councillors looking after their 
own patches, we are pretty much being 
told that the only way the West Midlands 
will get the sort of money that London 
does is by forming some kind of region¬ 
al authority. While it might not be called 
“Greater Birmingham”, that is inevitably 
how Westminster will see it.Last week the 
West Midlands’ new transport plan was 
announced, which was as predictable as 
it was depressing. High speed rail and a 
glitzy new station for Birmingham, and 
oh, yes, a few bendy buses for Sandwell 
and Dudley. That will kick-start the Black 
Country economy, won’t it? 

London-centred politicians assume 
that the rest of Britain really wants to be 
like London, and that fiercely independ¬ 
ent towns and cities with very little in 
common bar an accident of geography, 
can all be lumped together to form some 
sort of artificial region.

CONGRATULATIONS to Wonderbra ty¬ 
coon Michelle Mone on her elevation to 
the House of Lords. But don’t you think 
it’s a shame that Lord Sewel was booted 
out before he ever got the chance to try 
out her latest lines?

The unveiling of a memorial to 
organ donors meant something 
extra special for Jasper Car¬ 
rott. CLARE BUTLER reports 


“THIS monument means that any¬ 
one can come at anytime to sit and 
think about a loved one.” 

Those were the words of Birmingham 
comedian Jasper Carrott at the unveiling 
of City Hospital’s memorial area for or¬ 
gan donors. 

Jasper spoke to 15 families at the event last 
Wednesday, explaining how his wife Hazel, 
who he has been married to for more than 
four decades, donated an organ to their actress 
daughter Lucy Davis in 1997. 

Lucy underwent a kidney transplant after 
being diagnosed with kidney failure. 

He recalled the day the operation took place, 
saying: “I remember I was actually doing a 
show at the NEC in Birmingham when the op¬ 
eration was taking place. It was an emotional 
and traumatic time. 

“My wife donated her kidney to my daugh¬ 
ter and I’m pleased to say that she has been 
very healthy since. 

Successful 

“She has followed to the letter what doctors 
have told her to do in order to look after it, and 
it has meant she has had a life and incredible 
career. 

“She is a glowing example of having a suc¬ 
cessful transplant, and although my experi¬ 
ence may not have been as dramatic as what 
no doubt a lot of you have been through here 
today -1 can relate.” 

Hospital bosses and families were touched 
by Jasper’s personal recollection, yet it wasn’t 
long before he got the crowds laughing with a 
touch of humour too. 

“Whenever my daughter was a little more 
irritable after the transplant we would say it 
was the transplant causing the menopause,” 
he joked. Lucy, now aged 42, has since gone on 
to star in noteable film and TV roles including 


The Office and zombie comedy Shaun of the 
Dead. 

The ceremony saw a heart-shaped stone 
monument, plaque and seated reflection area 
revealed in honour of the organ donors and 
their families. 

During National Transplant Week, last 
week, family members were keen to re-iterate 
the importance of speaking to loved ones about 
organ donation. 

Christine Rock, from West Bromwich, who 
lost her husband, John in 2011 at the age of 
69 spoke of how she knew her family had to 
fulfil his wishes. 

She said: “Four years ago my husband had 
a stroke and was taken into hospital but sadly 
didn’t pull through. 

“He always carried a donor card with him, 
so although it was a trying time for us and es¬ 
pecially our daughter, we were always aware 


of his wishes and wanted to fulfil them. 

“His heart tissue went on to save five neo¬ 
natal babies. 

“To be able to come here today and see so 
many families who were in a similar position 
to us has been lovely. Jasper was incredibly 
touching and down to earth too.” 

Following his speech, 70-year-old Jasper 
took time to speak to each family, before pos¬ 
ing for pictures beside the monument, where 
family members also placed flowers. 

Inscribed on the stone were the words ‘A gift 
of life’ with the bench quote reading ‘Words 
are not always necessary - comfort comes from 
the meeting of hearts.’ 

Dr John Bleasdale, clinical lead for organ 
donation at the hospital, said: “This monu¬ 
ment celebrates the people who said ‘I do’ to 
organ donation. We are eternally grateful to 
them and their families and this can be a place

for them to sit, reflect and contemplate as well 
as a being a mark of remembrance. 

“We want to encourage better communica¬ 
tion between families about speaking about 
organ donation. I am sure that is it is dis¬ 
cussed more, then families will be more open 
to saying yes.” 

The National Transplant Week campaign 
was encouraging people to say ‘I do’ to organ 
donation. Donors can make the decision to de¬ 
clare donation after their death or by giving a 
living donation by choosing to donate a kidney, 
a small section of liver or discarded bone from 
a hip or knee replacement. 

Every year across the country around a 
thousand people die waiting for a transplant. 

However, only four per cent of people reg¬ 
ularly give blood and only a third have joined 
the organ donor register. For more informa¬

Thousands more sign 
up to be organ donors

THE number of people signed 
up to the organ donor regis¬ 
ter in Dudley has risen. 

In January 2013 there were 
60,648 people signed up but by 
January this year it had risen to 
68,951 — a 14 per cent improve¬ 
ment. 

Two years ago Dudley Council 
bosses signed a formal agreement to 
encourage staff and borough residents 
to think about blood and organ dona¬ 
tion. The landmark agreement was 
made with the NHS Blood and Trans¬ 
plant authority. 


The Mayor of Dudley has now 
pledged to encourage people to think 
about blood and organ donation as 
part of his civic year and is calling on 
people to support National Transplant 
Week. Councillor Steve Waltho said: 
“I’m delighted that since we made the 
pledge to help promote the work of the 
blood and organ transplant team that 
the number of people who have signed 
up to the organ donor register in Dud¬ 
ley borough has increased. 

“National Transplant Week is an 
ideal time to think about how people 
can save lives by signing up to the 
register and get even more people in¬ 
volved.” 


He added: “It really is a matter of 
life and death to the people who need 
new organs or blood.” 

The national campaign is focussing 
on ‘7 Days to Say I Do’, which aims to 
encourage people to discuss their deci¬ 
sion about organ donation with those 
closest to them. 

Donors can make the decision to de¬ 
clare donation after their death or by 
giving a living donation by choosing 
to donate a kidney, a small section of 
liver or discarded bone from a hip or 
knee replacement.

TWO NEW free schools have 
opened their classroom 
doors to pupils in Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

The start of the new term 
marked the opening of both The 
British Sikh School, at the former 
Parkfields School site, and Wol¬ 
verhampton Vocational Training 
Centre, in Upper Villiers Street. 

Each has pledged to make a positive 
impact in the city and allow young¬ 
sters to get the most out of their school 
years. 

At the opening day for The British 
Sikh School, 81 pupils got to see their 
new surroundings, meet their class¬ 
mates and teachers and learn more 
about what lies ahead for them. 

The school is run according to Sikh 
values and principles rather than the 
Sikh faith and is welcoming to children 
of any religion.

“We want our pupils to be able 
to stand on their own two feet and 
proudly say they went to The British 
Sikh School.” 

The British Sikh School is also offer¬ 
ing a wide variety of sporting oppor¬ 
tunities to pupils. Mr Vig is confident 
that the opportunity to take part in 
fencing and archery classes will be a 
hit with pupils and has set his sights 


high for what the school can achieve 
in the world of sport. 

Wolverhampton Vocational Train¬ 
ing Centre (WVTC) is the first 16-18 
free school in the country to offer edu¬ 
cation and vocational training to spe¬ 
cial educational needs students.

REJOICE - the Labour lead¬ 
ership contest is over. Now, 
can we get on with the busi¬ 
ness of politics? 

It has been four long months 
since the morning after the Gen¬ 
eral Election, when a forlorn-look¬ 
ing Ed Miliband took responsibili¬ 
ty for leading his party to its worst 
result since 1987 and bid a digni¬ 
fied retreat to the backbenches. 

Since then Milifandom gave way 
to (Jeremy) Corbynmania and the 
three other contenders for the Labour 
leadership all promised a bold, new 
direction while doing their best to con¬ 
veniently ignore their own high profile 
positions in the run up to their party’s 
crushing result. 

Pastime 

It was difficult to take any of them 
seriously given that none of them ever 
managed to persuade Ed Miliband to 
change tactics and not snatch defeat 
from the jaws of victory. 

The last four months were about La¬ 
bour talking almost exclusively to and 
about itself. A favourite pastime for 
many was branding anyone who sup¬ 
ported a rival candidate a Tory. “You 
like Liz Kendall? You’re a Blairite and 
therefore a Tory.” 

“Oh, you prefer Jeremy Corbyn? 
Well that’s the candidate the Tories 
want so you must be a Tory.” And so 
on. 

At least watching Labour leadership 
voters, whether full members or the

£3 registered supporters, argue with 
each other online has had an air of 
authenticity to it, of passion and of a 
frank exchange of ideas. 

Almost every event during the Gen¬ 
eral Election was stage-managed and 
choreographed to within an inch of its 
life. 

People put in front of the shadow 
cabinet seemed to have been vetted 
so much they must have felt like 
wounded animals hoping not to be 
put down. 

The Tories were no better, of course, 
but I do wonder how much more Ed 
Miliband could have achieved had he 
not spent the afternoon of the last 
Sunday before polling day in a cafe in 
Brierley Hill especially hired for the 
occasion and surrounded by Labour 
members and campaigners.

He told everyone present how there 
were only hours left to win the elec¬ 
tion, having made them take the best 
part of two hours out of their day to 
wait for and listen to him tell them 
how the clock was ticking. 

Did no-one think it might have been 
better to actually talk to the voters, 
the ones who they wanted to put them 
into power? 

Now Labour’s new leader Corbyn 
can get to work. 

There are four years and eight 
months until the next General Elec¬ 
tion. 

And instead of just debating with 
each other about who within the party 
can win it, it might be worth listen¬ 
ing to what the voters want and then 
working out how to deliver it. They’ve 
had stranger policies than that.

FOCUS ON DUDLEY TOWN CENTRE 


Multi-storey car park plan 
is axed due to rising costs 


LONG-AWAITED plans for a multi-storey 
car park in Dudley town centre have been 
scrapped as estimated costs hit £4 million. 

Dudley Council had earmarked land in Tower 
Street for the development, which would have pro¬ 
vided 250 spaces. 

It followed calls from traders for more parking in the 
town centre for shoppers. But the council has now de¬ 


cided not to go ahead with 
the scheme as the potential 
costs have soared. 

It was originally thought 
the multi-storey car park 
could be built for around 
£2.5m, however, because 
of it being in conservation 
area, the cost increased to 
between £3m and £4m. 

Bosses are now looking 
at whether they can create 
a ‘surface level’ car park in 
the town centre - although 
it’s expected it would have 
fewer spaces. 

Historic 

The decision not to press 
ahead with the multi-storey 
also followed discussions 
with conservation experts 
at Historic England, which 
champions the country’s 
heritage. 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, cabinet member for 
planning and economic de¬ 
velopment, said: “We have 
been doing some detailed 
work on proposals for a car 
park in Tower Street to help

bring in more shoppers to 
Dudley as part of our wider 
regeneration work in the 
heart of the town. 

“As with all projects of 
this nature we must assess 
the value of the money and, 
in this instance, the sen¬ 
sitivity of the location in a 
conservation area meant the 
business model for the car 
park could not be justified. 

“We are now exploring a 
surface level car park which 
will still provide valuable 
spaces in the heart of the 
town centre but at a signifi¬ 
cantly reduced cost. 

“The cost of the scheme 
would have been in the re¬ 
gion of £3m to £4m.” 

Roger Scott, a town trader 
of 20 years, said: “A ground 
level car park is less than 
satisfactory, it falls far short 
of what the town needs, 
but at least it’s better than 
nothing.”

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Demands for tougher action 
against thoughtless motorists 


RESIDENTS are demanding tougher enforcement measures 
on roads in Lower Gornal, claiming inconsiderate drivers are 
putting lives at risk. 

They say motorists are ignoring double-yellow lines and parking 
their cars where they cause a problem. 

Residents also claim parking enforcement in the area is ‘nearly non-existent’ 
and are calling for patrols to be stepped up. Roads named as trouble spots for 

parking include Roberts Street and 
Red Hall Road. There are schools on 
both roads. 

Councillor Dave Branwood said the 
problems in Lower Gornal had been 
reported at a recent community forum. 

“Residents complained cars were 
parked illegally at various locations 
across the village,” he said. “These 
included outside Red Hall School and 
Roberts Primary School. 

There were also other hotspots 
where vehicles were parked danger¬ 
ously close to junctions or even across 
pavements. 

Accidents 

“These are just accidents waiting to 
happen. It is only a matter of time be¬ 
fore something serious happens.Con¬ 
cerns were raised that enforcement of 
illegal parking was virtually non-exist¬ 
ent and people want an explanation.” 

Councillor Branwood said the head 
of traffic enforcement at Dudley Coun¬ 
cil had been asked to attend the next 
meeting of the forum. 

“Residents in Gornal are having to 
put up with problems caused by ille¬ 
gal parking,” he added. “Outside the 
schools it is like a free-for-all and with 
children crossing the road sooner or 
later someone will get hurt.” 

Dudley Council’s environment boss, 
Councillor Hilary Bills said illegal 
parking around schools was something 
regularly tackled through the enforce¬ 
ment team. 


Work starts on 
college’s £3m 
arts building 

WORK has begun on a £3 million 
performing arts centre at Halesowen 
College. It will provide much-needed 
teaching rooms and rehearsal space. 

Plans were drawn up for the build¬ 
ing because the college has been 
struggling to provide enough space 
for the growing number of students 
taking performing arts courses. Some 
have to travel off campus to use facil¬ 
ities at Benjamins, a function hall in 
the town centre. 

Bosses want to cut down costs for 
both students and the college by pro¬ 
viding facilities on the Whittingham 
Road campus. The centre is the latest 
stage of the college’s transformation 
which has seen more than £20m in¬ 
vested in updating facilities. 

Principal Keith Bate has said the 
new base would provide ‘bespoke ac¬ 
commodation’ for the courses. 

The college has also announced that 
Prospect Coaches had been awarded a 
multi-million pound contract to pro¬ 
vide free transport for students.

WORKERS resurfacing a road re¬ 
ceived a shock after a hole opened up 
in the carriageway, following the col¬ 
lapse of a mine working. 

Residents in Bull Street, Lower 
Gornal, said they had seen one of the 
machines become stuck in the opening 
following the collapse on Sunday. 

The road had already been sealed 
off to traffic for the roadworks and the 
closure remained for repairs to take 
place. 

Workers were on site early Monday 
morning to fill up the cavity, which 


was between 6ft to 9ft deep with a di¬ 
ameter of more than 2ft. 

The section of road was due to be 
resurfaced and reopened to traffic at 
6am Tuesday. 

Dudley Council confirmed the hole 
had been caused by the collapse of a 
small area of mine working. 

Resident Gillian Brown said people 
living along the road had been left 
shocked by what happened. 

“Roadworks have been taking place 
along the road for the past four weeks, 
mainly at weekends,” she said. 


“I have to say the council has been 
very good and came around to the 
houses to answer any questions and 
ease our fears a little. 

“You do tend to worry when some¬ 
thing like this happens. 

“I don’t think any of the residents 
around here knew there were any 
mine workings. We have lived here for 
25 years and it has never been men¬ 
tioned.” 

Dudley Council spokesman Julie 
Warrilow said: “The work to fill in the 
hole has gone well.” 


Rock star is 
returning as 
top composer 

THE former singer with Black Coun¬ 
try rock band Pop Will Eat Itself, 
Clint Mansell, is planning a concert 
in Birmingham that highlights his 
second career as one of Hollywood’s 
leading composers. 

PWEI formed in Stourbridge in 
1986 and split ten years later after 11 
top 40 hit singles including Touched 
By The Hand Of Cicciolina, X Y And 
Zee and Get The Girl! Kill The Bad¬ 
dies! 

Mansell went on to work on movie 
soundtracks and formed a collabora¬ 
tion with director Darren Aronofsky, 
creating the scores for Black Swan, 
Requiem For A Dream, The Fountain, 
The Wrestler, Noah and Pi.

The landlords of the 
Horse and Jockey pub at 
Woodcross, will be on hand 
to offer expert advice and 
recommendations. 

The festival, featuring 
lots of musical entertain¬ 
ment, will run from 5pm 
to 11pm on the Friday and 
noon to 11pm on the Satur¬ 
day with more than 30 real 
ales. The entrance fee of £10 
includes drinks tokens and a 
souvenir glass. 


THE number of people dying 
from drug abuse is rocketing 
across the West Midlands, new 
figures show. 

From 2009 to 2011 there were 89 
deaths in the Black Country, Staf¬ 
ford, Cannock Chase, South Stafford¬ 
shire and Wyre Forest. Bur this rose 
to 134 between 2012 and 2014. 

Across England and Wales there were 
3,346 drug poisoning deaths during that 
period, the highest since comparable re¬ 
cords began in 1993. 

Health bosses admit there is a growing 
problem. Experts say it easier than ever to 
buy heroin, which is also purer and there¬ 
fore more dangerous. 

In Dudley, 24 deaths were classed as 
being related to drugs misuse from 2006 
to 2008, and this fell to 19 between 2009 
and 2011 before rising again to 33 from 
2012 to 2014. 

The number rose from 14, to 15 to 25 
across the three periods in Walsall, and

in Wolverhampton it went from 14 in the 
first two periods, to 26. Sandwell was the 
only area where the number actually fell, 
with 20 drug-related deaths from 2006 to 
2008, compared to 17 in 2012 to 2014. 

Two people in South Staffordshire died 
in each of the first two periods, compared 
to four from 2012 to 2014. Wyre Forest’s 
total went from seven, to five, to eight. 

In England there was a 17 per cent rise 
in the drug misuse mortality rate in 2014, 
to 39.7 per million population. 

And men were more than two and a half 
times more likely to die from drug misuse 
than women, with 58 and 21 deaths per 
million of population for males and fe¬ 
males respectively. 

Rosanna O’Connor, director of Alcohol, 
Drugs and Tobacco at Public Health Eng¬ 
land said the figures were of ‘great con¬ 
cern’. 

She added: “The increased global avail¬ 


ability and purity of heroin is clearly hav¬ 
ing an impact in England. 

“Fewer people are using heroin but 
the harms are increasingly concentrated 
among older, more vulnerable users and 
those not recently in touch with their local 
drug treatment services. 

“Reassuringly, overall drug use has 
also declined and treatment services have 
helped many people to recover but these 
figures show the need for an enhanced 
effort.” 

Dudley Council health chief Council¬ 
lor Rachel Harris said: “Any death is a 
tragedy for the family and friends of the 
bereaved. 

“We have very good integrated treat¬ 
ment services in Dudley that support peo¬ 
ple to recover from drug misuse and we 
continue to work across all the services 
to provide the best possible outcomes for 
vulnerable people.” 

The council also insisted the increase in 
Dudley is ‘not significant’ and is explained 
by ‘natural variation’.

A ROW of bollards installed without 
warning along a pavement in Gor- 
nal is sparking traffic chaos at busy 
times, it is claimed.

Weddings 
fraudster is 
told to pay 
back just £1 

A BUSINESSWOMAN who cheated brides 
out of more than £122,000 by spending their 
money on gambling sites and a trip to Disney 
World will only have to pay back £1. 

Around 100 couples were ‘left high and dry’ by 
Sarah Cawthorne and her A Little Bit of Bling busi¬ 
ness, which had promised to provide glitzy finishing 
touches to their big day. 

She was jailed for 12 
months for fraudulent 
trading at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court in April. 

It is believed at least 100 
brides-to-be throughout the 
UK were defrauded of more 
than £30,000 between July 
2012 and September 2013. 

But since then, investi¬ 
gations by Dudley Trading 
Standards have revealed 
that Cawthorne, of Hick- 
merelands Lane, Sedgley, 
actually gained £122,434 
in total from her criminal 
actions, as further victims 
have been identified. 

The mother-of-two 
claimed to have been suf¬ 
fering from a gambling ad¬ 
diction at the time of the 
offence. She served part 
of that sentence in prison 
before being released on 
licence and now wears an 
electronic tag. 

Cawthorne, aged 32, ap¬ 
peared at the court last 
week for a hearing under 
the Proceeds of Crime Act. 

That aims to to claw back 
money from assets belong¬ 
ing to criminals. 

Nominal 

But Ms Emma Brother- 
ford, prosecuting, revealed 
that an agreement had been 
struck between Dudley 
Council and Cawthorne. 

“The defendant has no as¬ 
sets and a nominal order for 
£1 is sought,” Ms Ruther¬ 
ford said. 

Judge John Walsh replied: 

“If there is no realisation of 
assets then £1 must be paid 
within 28 days or one day in 
lieu of custody.” 

Cawthorne was supposed 
to have decorated couple’s 
venues.

Vintage vinyl from a blues enthusiast

MUSIC lovers are in vinyl heaven af¬ 
ter the launch of a new room in the 
Black Country selling vintage records 
by blues greats and rock ‘n’ roll pio¬ 
neers. 

It has been launched by musician 
Pete Boddis above the Suites Galore 
studio in Lower High Street, Stour¬ 
bridge. It is a blues fan’s dream with 
more than 3,000 78rpm discs available, 
featuring the likes of Big Bill Broonzy, 
Jimmy Reed and Lighting Hopkins. 

There are also records by rock ‘n’ 
roll legends such as Elvis Presley and 
Gene Vincent, who were influenced by 
the blues. 


The room is part of his Vintage 
Shop, which is also packed with acous¬ 
tic, semi-acoustic and electric guitars. 

The records feature music dating 
from the 1930s to the 1960s, part of a 
collection Mr Boddis has built up over 
the past decade with much of the vinyl 
coming from America and Canada. 

Revival 

And with vinyl experiencing a re¬ 
vival, the musician said he expected 
there to be a lot of interest. 

“There is a large collection of re¬ 
cords from some of the biggest names 
in blues and rock ‘n’ roll,” he said. “We 


have all the equipment needed to play 
the records as well. If people aren’t in¬ 
terested in buying, they are welcome 
to come along and have a listen.” 

Mr Boddis is preparing for a gig of 
his own tonight (Thu) when he sup¬ 
ports veteran Brum rockers The Steve 
Gibbons Band at the Robin 2 Club in 
Bilston. He will be performing blues 
music on vintage guitars. 

Mr Boddis is an enthusiastic collec¬ 
tor of vintage stringed instruments, 
and owns unique items including an 
American acoustic guitar made in 1886 
and a 1960s National bass that be¬ 
longed to The Who’s John Entwistle. 


Standing 
ovation for 
dancer’s 
final bow 

Sylvie Guillem: Life in 

Progress, Birmingham 
Hippodrome 

THE last dance was al¬ 
ways going to be emotional 
but even formidable dance 
superstar Sylvie Guillem 
was visibly moved by the 
ten-minute standing ova¬ 
tion she received for her fi¬ 
nal performance in front of 
a British audience. 

Even the famously 
no-nonsense etoile shed 
a tear as she made her 
farewell appearance as a 
performer after her solo per¬ 
formance in Mats Ek’s aptly 
entitled Bye. 

In her 50th year and after 
39 of those years spent as 
a dancer — the Parisian 
former gymnast who was 
elevated to star dancer by 
Rudolf Nureyev at the Paris 
Opera Ballet, then in the 
late 1980s electrified The 
Royal Ballet before switch¬ 
ing classical ballet for new 
challenges in modern dance 
— has decided to leave the 
stage while still at her best. 

Typically, she refused to 
leave with a ‘greatest hits’ 
performance, championing 
new work and her favourite 
choreographers. 

Guillem’s one concession 
to past glories was the final 
poignant Bye, which uti¬ 
lised her qualities of grace, 
strength and passion. 

In this signature work she 
portrayed a dowdy character 
escaping from an image on 
screen (with perfect timing) 
to dance without the re¬ 
straints of convention. 

She was dancing for joy, 
which is what she has done 
and brought to audiences 
for the past 40 years.

IN the week that Queen Elizabeth II be¬ 
came Britain’s longest reigning monarch, 
Mike Bartlett’s ‘future history play’ pon¬ 
ders what could happen when she dies.

let it be Liverpool, vibrant home of 
The Beatles and a whole lot more 


THE Cavern was rammed, the 
moptops were rocking I Want To 
Hold Your Hand, it was only the 
Spanish accent between songs 
that made the illusion fade. 

Welcome to International Beatles Week. 
I was sharing a famous brick cellar on Mer¬ 
seyside with a united nations of Fab Four 
aficionados enjoying Barcelona’s tribute to 
The Beatles, The Flaming Shakers, having 
just squeezed past Japan’s answer to the 
famous four posing for photos in Mathew 
Street. 

You could be forgiven for thinking that 
every week is International Beatles Week 
in Liverpool, where the most famous pop 
group ever still play a vital role in the tour¬ 
ist industry. But organisers of the special 
week which takes over several venues in the 
city, including the three stages based on the

network of cellars that birthed the Beatles, 
is a massive draw. 

It was pure coincidence that I happened 
to be visiting during the Fab Four feast but 
the festival is obviously popular with the 
die-hard devotees. Most of Scandinavia’s 
Beatles fans seemed to be staying at the 
same hotel as me. 

Mathew Street, at the epicentre of Liv¬ 
erpool’s Cavern Quarter near shopping 
destination Liverpool One, is one big photo 
opp with its bricks engraved with the name 
of every band that played the legendary 
venue, from Billy J Kramer to Oasis. Mean¬ 
while, John Lennon’s statue nonchalantly 
leans on the wall and seems to watch the 
crowds with mild amusement. 

The street has several pubs once fre¬ 
quented by ‘Four Lads Who Shook The 


World’ plus an array of shops and venues 
selling Beatles memorabilia. 

But there is more to Liverpool than The 
Beatles. The city was long Britain’s most 
important port and remains a cosmopolitan 
and culturally vibrant hub. 

Waterfront 

It’s monumental waterfront buildings 
confirm the city as Britain’s equivalent to 
New York. At Albert Dock the red pillared 
warehouses have been converted into bars, 
restaurants, galleries and shops. It also has 
Merseyside Maritime Museum, revealing 
its sea-going history and its infamous role 
in the slave trade at its third floor Interna¬ 
tional Slavery Museum. 

Liverpool’s cultural offering is substan¬ 
tial with Tate Liverpool at Albert Dock and 
the Walker Art Gallery on William Brown 
Street. The Walker has a superb collection 


of 500 pieces including work by Rembrandt, 
Rubens, to Lowry and Hockney. 

The fascinating World Museum nearby 
is currently the only British venue for 
Mayas: Revelation of an Endless Time, an 
enthralling exhibition on loan from Mexico 
(until October 18). All are free, though the 
Tate charges for special exhibitions. 

With St George’s Hall opposite, the 
Walker forms part the most impressive 
array of Victorian civic architecture in Brit¬ 
ain. The three main city theatres, The Play¬ 
house, The Royal Court and Empire are all 
nearby, just a few yards from Lime Street 
rail station. 

With its art and architecture, but most of 
all its irreverent quirkiness — such as the 
multi-coloured Dazzle Ferry painted by Sgt 
Pepper artist Sir Peter Blake and the zip- 
wire over busy Church Street — Liverpool 
is a city that never fails to impress.

S Singing a cappella is the 
ultimate test of any choir 
according to Gareth Malone. 
“Only once you’ve stripped away all 
those musical crutches that a backing 
track offers - it’s possible to truly see, 
and test, the group’s quality.” 

Originally used in religious circles, a 
cappella (Italian for “in the manner of 
the chapel”) is music performed by a 
group or solo singer without any 
instrumental accompaniment. 

It has become increasingly popular 
in recent years, with talent shows 
such as The X Factor challenging 
singers to perform a cappella to get a 
true indication of the power and range 
of their voices before making a 
decision on their futures. 

The style has also gained popularity 
thanks to the 2012 film Pitch Perfect in 
which all-girl singing group The Bellas 
take on their male rivals in a campus 
competition. 

Malone, the man behind BBC2’s 
The Choir - which won two TV Baftas 
- and Gareth’s All Star Choir which 
saw a group of celebrity singers score 
a No.1 last year in aid of Children in 


Need, is using the a cappella as the 
inspiration for his latest series, as he 
embarks on a search for the nation’s 
most entertaining amateur group. 

But although Malone has made it 
clear that musicianship and technical 
ability are important, he will also be 
looking for funny and astonishing 
performances, including some 
choreography and gymnastics, that 
could turn groups into viral stars. 

Therefore The Naked Choir is 
expected to cover a wide variety of 
genres, with choirs and singing groups 
from gospel, barbershop, hip hop, doo 
wop and more all encouraged to enter 
at the audition stage earlier this year. 

The entrants have now been 
whittled down to eight groups to 
compete in the six-part series, which 
will focus on their preparations for 
performances at famous public 
venues in front of big audiences. 

A jury of carefully selected music 
experts have the final say and will 
decide which choirs stay in the 
competition and which go home. 

The Naked Choir is the first 
commission for Malone since 


controller Kim Shillinglaw took charge 
of BBC2 in April last year. 

“Gareth’s energy and enthusiasm 
are infectious,” she said. 

Twenty Twenty’s Tim Carter has 
executive produced the series, and is 
also clearly excited to be working with 
Malone. 

“We’ve seen Gareth create choirs 
from scratch,” he adds. 

“Now he’s going to lift the lid on a 
remarkably vibrant and creative British 
amateur singing scene.” 

‘The stripped-back performances 
will feature no backing tracks or 
musical instruments in a bid to pose 
the ultimate test of vocal dexterity, 
creativity and ingenuity.” 

Tonight, a London community choir, 
an Essex gospel group, a sextet of 
Southampton students and female 
barbershoppers from Portsmouth 
attempt to harmonise their way into 
the competition’s next stage. 

Will they hit the right note with 
Gareth and judges?

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RS4 - an

There’s are good reasons why 
younger riders are restricted to 
two-wheelers with limited power: 
but that doesn’t mean they have 
to be dull. 

That’s certainly not an adjective you 
could apply to Aprilia’s RSI 25, a sharp¬ 
ly-styled replica of the Italian compa¬ 
ny’s RSV4 superbike racing machine. 

Indeed, at first glance it could easily be 
mistaken for a one-litre machine - until you 
notice the extra space in the frame where 
there’s a single cylinder in place of the ex¬ 
pected four. It’s certainly a bike to attract 
envious glances from riders in their late 
teens and early 20s who make up the target 
market, 

But it does borrow extensively from April¬ 
ia’s impressive record of producing world 
class racing machines in terms of technol¬ 
ogy, aerodynamics, chassis and handling. 

At £4,571 it certainly isn’t cheap for this 
class of bike, but you are getting a race- 
bred machine which will turn heads and put 
a smile on your face, albeit with the 15bhp 
power limit necessary for younger riders. 

This restriction is a great leveller in per¬ 
formance terms, but as a subjective opinion 
the Aprilia has the edge in terms of style and 
handling. 

It’s light and very nimble, and with its su¬ 
per-slick six-speed gearbox is quite capable 
of reaching 65mph on level ground. 

And it does it so well: even with just 125cc 
on tap, brisk acceleration produces a sporty 
bark rather than a strangled-by-the-exhaust 
gasp of less flamboyant machines. The sin¬ 


gle piston revs willingly up to the 10,500rpm 
limit. 

Top gear is pitched fairly high, so small¬ 
er, lighter riders may get to use it more often 
than me. It’s a useful dual carriageway cruis¬ 
ing gear, helping to make the theoretical 270 
mile range from the 3.5 gallon tank a reality. 

The original, and hugely popular, RS4’s 
two-stroke engine was replaced in 2011 by 
the current fuel injected four stroke to help 
meet stricter emissions regulations. 

The RS 125 has a proud heritage, with 
a host of championship wins in its class in 
the hands of riders such as Biaggi, Stoner 
and Lorenzo and the development of the 
road-going replica’s version has certainly 
reaped the benefits of lessons learned from 
the race machine’s evolution. 

One area in which it stands out is in brak¬ 
ing: given the power restriction Aprilia hasn’t 
skimped on the anchors with a 300mm disc 
and four piston calipers at the front, and a 
218mm disc at the rear. The 17-inch wheels 
are shod with a generously-sized 100/80 tyre 
at the front and a 130/70 at the rear. 

The chassis is also based on the racing 
machine: tough yet light for precise han¬ 
dling. 

The test bike’s single racing seat is a rea¬ 
sonably comfortable example of its kind, the 
pillion portion having been replaced by a col¬ 
our-coded shell. 

The forward riding position means you’re 
low enough to benefit from the wind pro¬ 
tection of the aerodynamic fairing, proving 
that its functional as well as an eye-catching 
piece of design/ 

While it might not be the cheapest race 
replica in the 125cc class, the RS4 has the 
looks and abilities to make it an object of de¬ 
sire among those new to motorcycling.

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Sizzler on road and track

There’s always room for improve¬ 
ment, even in the world of super¬ 
cars. McLaren goes hunting with 
its lighter, faster and more pow¬ 
erful 675 LT. 

Creating an even faster, track-ready 
version of an existing supercar could 
be achieved very quickly - and cyni¬ 
cally; an engine tweak here, a bigger 
wing there. 

But that’s not how McLaren has gone 
about creating the limited run 675 LT. The 
Long Tail name references the FI Long Tails 
created for further dominance in motor- 
sport, and this road car is designed to work 
on the track too. 

There’s more power, but from an engine 
that is 50 per cent new. It’s 100kg lighter, 
thanks to extreme measures like a slimmed- 
down wiring loom, improved aerodynamics 
also give the 675 a distinct look compared 
to its 650S sibling, and some clever features 
like the track telemetry app so you can play 
at being an FI driver. 

McLaren’s first road car of recent times 
was pretty and functional, but during the 
intervening years, the style and impact of 
each model has consistently improved. The 
675 LT is both dramatic and attractive, with 
the aero package adding to the race car 
look. It gives the bigger (and much more 
expensive) PI a run for its money in terms 
of looks. 

On the image front there’s very little to 
touch the 675 LT. Not only does it benefit 
from being limited to just 500 examples, the 
racing pedigree can’t be bought. 


You’ll want to leave the shopping at home, 
although if you’re a bit of a show-off you can 
head for the local supermarket and return 
with 144 litres of goodies. More importantly 
the cabin space is good; the dihedral doors 
open up and away, and although the bucket 
seats are slim and require a little care, once 
you’re in, the driving position is excellent and 
the view out is good. 

There are also a few areas to store odds 
and ends, even cup holders, but you won’t 
want to use those if you’re exploiting the per¬ 
formance. 

The 3.8-litre twin-turbocharged V8 de¬ 
livers 666bhp (675PS in metric, hence the 
name) and 516lb/ft of torque, and with a 
kerb weight of just 1,230kg the performance 
is utterly spectacular. A sub-three-second to 
62mph is a given, but the 0-124mph time of 
7.9 seconds is borderline ludicrous. It might 
be turbocharged but the engine is huge¬ 
ly flexible and responsive, and in the right 
engine mode the quick-snap gear changes 
are accompanied by glorious pops from the 
exhaust. 

The way the 675 LT behaves on road and 
track is equally stunning. With the scant re¬ 
strictions of the track to worry about, you can 
revel in the grip, the balance and the delica¬ 
cy of its behaviour, even at high speeds and 
with big g-forces. 

As well as the aero changes, the 675 has 
tweaked ESP settings that are separate from 
the Handling mode, so you can have softer 
suspension on the road, but still with a loose 
safety net or the complete opposite on the 
track. 

It’s surprisingly friendly yet enormously in¬ 
volving, and of course, huge fun. 

There is a substantial premium for the 675 
LT over the 650S, but it’s worth remember-

ing how much of the car is different. The 
unique exterior, revised suspension, light¬ 
weight parts and extra performance give 
a notably different feel from its sister car. 
Even the telemetry system, which gives 
you the kind of data level that Mr Button 
and Mr Alonso get to play with at week¬ 
ends adds to the experience. And say it 
quietly, but a car like this limited to just 500 
worldwide won’t lose too much money in 
a hurry. 

Any lucky so-and-so in the fortunate 
position to buy one should be queuing up 


for a 675 LT. There’s always a market for 
‘everyday’ supercars, but over and above 
that the track-focused versions are seem¬ 
ingly more in demand; the idea being you 
can drive your steed to the track, enjoy 
some hot laps and drive it home again, all 
without having to do anything other than fill 
it with fuel. You’ll need to be on good terms 
with your McLaren dealer though; appar¬ 
ently all 500 are spoken for. 

This car summed up in a single word: 
Sizzling. If this car was a Jet fighter it would 
be running rings around its enemies.

You might not be able to spell the 
company name properly (a double 
dose of S at the start and a capital 
Y in the middle don’t help) but here 
is a car worth digging deeper into 
than the badge. 

The new Tivoli (at least that part is easy 
enough, and has glamorous associations 
with Italy, Paris and Copenhagen) is the 
latest model from a Korean high value 
car maker that has decided it’s time for 
a full frontal assault on the European car 
market. 

In fact, SsangYong has been around since 
1954 and has been selling inexpensive ma¬ 
chines like the Rexton, Korando and Musso 
here for years, to people who like a lot for their 
money and don’t mind if the car doesn’t drive 
as well its (dearer) European rivals. 

A few miles in the new Tivoli will make 
them sit up in surprise; here is a car that stays 
cheaper than rivals but looks thoroughly Eu¬ 
ropean inside and out and drives perfectly 
well enough to satisfy anyone short of a Lewis 
Hamilton wannabe. 

Upping 

Petrol powered Tivolis arrived earlier this 
year, with prices starting at £12,950 for an SE 
and stretching to £17,500 for the ELX with au¬ 
tomatic transmission. 

They all share the same 1.6 litre engine, 
good for 106mph and an official 44.1 mpg av¬ 
erage in manual geared form, and a £145 road 
tax bill because of its 149g/km tailpipe emis¬ 
sions. 

Now comes the diesel, adding £1,250 to 
whichever trim level you choose but upping the 
average consumption to 65.7mpg and cutting 


road tax to zero in year one and a modest £30 
thereafter, thanks to its 113g/km C02 output. 

Almost always with cars designed to be 
cheap to buy, the value in a range lies towards 
the bottom of the price list. 

Not so here; there’s good value at the entry 
point but later this year you’ll be able to buy a 
Tivoli in top spec and four-wheel drive, with a 


diesel under the bonnet and automatic gear¬ 
box, for £19,500. That looks like a proper bar¬ 
gain. 

The diesel engine is precisely the same 1.6 
litre size as the petrol but produces 113bhp 
against the petrol’s 126bhp but, as is the nature 
of the breed, there’s lots more pulling power at 
many fewer revs. 


On the road that translates into fewer gear 
changes and much better economy (the test 
drive showed 54mpg against 40mpg in the 
petrol Tivoli) but the extra weight over the front 
wheels made the diesel feel a little bit less re¬ 
sponsive to the steering. 

That’s splitting hairs though, in a car that 
could comfortably carry a badge you could 


spell first time and not feel out of its depth. 

The Tivoli’s clean and chunky lines contin¬ 
ue into the cabin, where there is much use of 
good quality materials and a mere £350 adds 
a smart red leather upgrade to the top spec 
car on test, topping off a list of kit that leaves 
precious little more to be added. 

Included is a built in TomTom satellite nav¬ 
igation system that displays on a big 7 inch 
screen, alloy wheels, rear camera, keyless en¬ 
try and starting, dual zone air conditioning and 
auto lights and wipers. There’s enough room 
in the rear for a couple of big men and the 
boot is deep and evenly spaced and there’s a 
space saver tyre on board, not a can of poten¬ 
tially useless gloop. 

You will hardly feel shortchanged if you opt 
to enter the Tivoli range at the bottom, where 
the SE comes with alloys, cruise control and 
Bluetooth (from £12,950 remember) or opt for 
EX trim, from £14,600 which adds dual zone 
climate control, leather upholstery, heated 
front seats and touch screen with reversing 
camera. 

So, the Tivoli is a bargain, but its a long way 
from the basement. 

Here is a serious contender for best value 
on the forecourt.

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Will petrol become a fuel 
for enthusiasts in future? 



There are all manner of alter¬ 
native fuels being touted as the 
best replacement for petrol. From 
electric energy and hydrogen to 
compressed air, all seek to sup¬ 
ply greener, cleaner power for our 
cars. 

However, anyone writing the obitu¬ 
ary of petrol would do well to stay their 
pen as reports of its demise are more 
than a little premature. 

Depending on who you speak to 
and who you choose to believe, fossil 
fuels have a future of anywhere be¬ 
tween 30 and 100 years. 

The reasons for such a huge vari¬ 
ation in expert estimates are down to 
the cost of extracting the fuel from the 
ground. There will come a point where 
accessing oil to refine into petrol and 
diesel will simply no longer be cost-ef¬ 
fective on a large scale. 

However, this does not mean we will 
see the end of petrol even then. In the 
short term, there will still be plenty of 
cars running around that need petrol 
for their engines, even if those engines 


are assisted by a hybrid power source. 

Another longer term outcome for 
petrol is that it will become a fuel used 
by enthusiasts for their cherished vehi¬ 
cles. It may well be much more expen¬ 
sive than it presently is, despite many 
thinking fuel is too pricey already. 

Fans of the combustion engine, and 
all the power, noise and fun it offers, 
will still be drawn to petrol as the fuel 
of choice. Instead of running their 
everyday car on unleaded, they will 
have an up-to-date alternative fuel car 
and save the good stuff for the week¬ 
end when they can go cruising, racing 
or just having fun in their petrol-pow¬ 
ered pet car. 

Just as we see classic cars nowa¬ 
days being run on petrol mixed with 
additives to protect elderly engines, 
so future drivers will regard petrol as 
something to use in a car that’s a hob¬ 
by, not a daily proposition. 

Enthusiasts may also have to ac¬ 
cept some limitations to using their 
petrol-fuelled fun cars. For instance 
the mayor of Paris has banned all cars 
built before 1997 from the city centre 


in a bid to clear up air pollution. This 
could mean petrol heads being re¬ 
stricted by where and when they can 
drive, but given the passion for pet¬ 
rol-powered cars, it seems likely they 
will be allowed some freedom to enjoy 
their pastime. 

For those who see this as ridic¬ 
ulous and argue it is allowing a pol¬ 
luting few to enjoy themselves at the 
expense of the many, the number of 
miles covered by classic car owners is 
small and their vehicles are generally 
maintained to a very high standard. 
The impact of a group of enthusiasts 
enjoying petrol-engined cars in the fu¬ 
ture will be very small. 

Given the cost of petrol in such a 
world will be very high, owners of such 
cars will be unlikely to cover large dis¬ 
tances anyway. 

While the demise of petrol may have 
been exaggerated in recent times, it 
is undoubtedly set to become a less 
common fuel in the decades ahead. 
However, there will always be a place 
for it among enthusiasts’ that will see it 
remain for a long time to come.

Latest smart 
cabrio is three 
cars in one

The countdown has started for the new fort- 
wo cabrio, a particularly iconic variant of the 
new model series. 

The open-top two-seater has its world premiere at 
the Frankfurt Motor Show next week and will be avail¬ 
able for ordering from mid-November with the first 
models reaching dealers in February 2016. 

Three cars in one: at the touch of a button the new smart 
cabrio is transformed from a closed two-seater into a car 
with a large sliding canvas sunroof, or a fully fledged cab¬ 
riolet with the soft top completely open. This enables the 
fresh air driving experience to be adapted to the weather or 
the driver's mood. This flexibility offered by the "tritop" fold¬ 
ing soft top and the removable roof bars is a special feature 
- and not just in this segment. At the same time, the new 
smart cabrio is the only true cabriolet in its class. 

Customers can choose between three different colours 
for the "tritop" fabric soft top: blue denim, red or black. The 
headlining is always grey. The removable roof bars that can 
be stowed in a compartment in the tailgate come in the trid- 
ion colour. 

When the sun peeps out from behind the clouds, smart 
fortwo cabrio drivers can react quickly: the soft top can be 
opened automatically in 12 seconds - even when driving at 
top speed. The top can also be opened from outside the car 
by remote control. 

Removing the side roof bars enables a full-blown cabrio 
experience. The roof bars can be stowed on the inside of 
the tailgate. This stowage compartment in the tailgate also 
offers additional stowage space for small items, for example 
fluorescent jacket, first-aid kit or warning triangle. 

With an area of 1.8 m2 the "tritop" fabric soft top is approx¬ 
imately four percent larger than its predecessor. The outer 
covering is made of a particularly lightfast polyacrylic fabric 
and the inside features a polyester/cotton mix. There is a 
rubber layer in the middle. The soft top has a total thickness 
of 20 mm. The rear windscreen is heated and is made of 
glass. 

The new smart fortwo cabrio is the most rigid smart cabrio 
ever. The torsional strength has been improved by around 
15 per cent compared with the predecessor. The material 
mix comprises a high proportion of ultra-high strength hot- 
formed steels and maximum-strength multiphase steels.

In addition, the cabrio has been specifically reinforced 
in decisive places in comparison to the coupe. The modi¬ 
fications include a large steel cross under the vehicle, two 
torsional bulkheads under the vehicle at the front and rear 
and an inner tube in the A-pillars made of high strength hot- 
formed steel. 

As well as meeting the requirements of mandatory crash 
tests, the new smart fortwo cabrio - with a safety concept 
that includes the tridion safety cell typical of the brand for ef¬ 
ficient energy absorption - also passes additional Mercedes- 
Benz crash tests that often have much stricter requirements. 
This includes the "roof-drop" test. Here the body falls at a 
slight angle from a height of 50 centimetres onto the roof 
structure and the vehicle hits one of the two A-pillars. 

The new cabrio will initially be available with two state- 
of-the-art three-cylinder engines rated at 71 hp and 90 hp. 
Both engines can be combined with the five-speed manu¬ 
al transmission or the fully automatic twinamic dual clutch 
transmission. 

Needless to say, the smart fortwo cabrio has the agility 
typical of the brand and turning manoeuvres are extremely 
simple. 

In addition to the three lines passion, prime and proxy, 
customers can choose from a large range of safety and com¬ 
fort features - including the new features added in the latest 
facelift such as smartphone integration with MirrorLink® 
(standard in combination with the smart Media-System) or 
the Urban Style package (including black wheel arch linings 
and lowering kit). 

The high-quality interior of the smart fortwo cabrio corre¬ 
sponds to that of the closed variant with standard features 
including two sun visors with make-up mirrors, a centre con¬ 
sole with drawer and coat hooks at the rear on the crossbar. 
A wind deflector is optionally available. 

The interior styling is characterised by a "dynamic loop"

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C-Max offers most

Style seems to win most bat¬ 
tles these days when a family 
decides more room is need¬ 
ed to keep the kids happy in 
the back of the car. 

It’s a victory often won by a 
big, tall bruiser of a car that looks 
ready for the urban jungle or a trip 
up the nearest mountain. An SUV 
in other words; something that 
adds a touch of the big outdoors 
to the daily grind. 

But there is an alternative. It won’t 
gather admiring glances at the school 
gates but it will almost certainly be 
cheaper to run, more practical and, if 
you’re only moderately lucky, be much 
nicer to drive. 

Which brings us to the latest version 
of the Ford Grand C-MAX, fresh from a 
mid-life makeover and about as trim 
as a sensible seven seater ever could, 
with Ford’s handsome new grille (look¬ 
ing more than ever like an Aston Mar¬ 
tin) and sharper style to the headlights, 
while Ford watching anoraks will spot 
a simpler look to the rear. 

Inside, there is a hike in apparent 
quality of the materials you touch or 
look at, along with fewer switches and 
a big touch screen in the manner of the 
latest Ford Focus. 

Under the bonnet the big news is 
the availability of a new 1.5 litre diesel 
engine that produces more power and 
fewer pollutants than the larger, 1.6 li¬ 
tre unit it replaces. 

You can also choose from two ver¬ 



sions of Ford’s fine 1.0 litre EcoBoost 
petrol engine or a 2.0 litre diesel. Pric¬ 
es range from £20,295 to £27,615 and 
are £1,600 more than Ford asks for the 
smaller C-MAX, which looks a reason¬ 
able premium for the Grand C-MAX’s 
third row of seats and the conveni¬ 
ence of sliding rear doors in place of 
the conventionally opening pair on the 
14cms (5.5 inches) shorter car. 

Both models have more than 20 
storage spaces scattered around the 
cabin, which should be quieter thanks 
to thicker side window glass, more ab¬ 
sorbent seals on the tailgate and extra 
soundproofing under the bonnet, with 
extra attention paid to the diesel mod¬ 
els. 


Features 


Depending on version, you will find 
as standard, or optional, safety fea¬ 
tures that include a blind spot informa¬ 
tion system, lane departure warning, 
traffic sign recognition and adaptive 
cruise control that can warn when you 
are too close to the vehicle in front. 

But most Fords of recent years have 
stood out from the pack for the way 
they drive. It’s not, as an engineer from 
a rival company once told me, that oth¬ 
ers could not make their cars nicer to 
drive, it’s just that they had other pri¬ 
orities. 

So good for Ford to find that the 
latest C-MAX and Grand C-MAX have 
been lightly breathed on to make them 
still better from behind the wheel, with 
gentle massaging of dampers, sus¬ 
pension bushes and power steering 
settings. 

The result, with the new 118bhp die-

sel engine doing the work in a £23,145 
Titanium spec Grand C-MAX is a 
car that drives like something much 
smaller and less accommodating of 
five adults plus a couple of growing 
children in the third row. 

It is so much removed from the rock 
and roll lifestyle of a typical SUV as to 
feel like a car from another planet. A 
dashboard readout of 44mpg after a 
brisk outing was further proof that fun 
and family need not be mutually ex¬ 
clusive.

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Nothing to beat the GT86

Toyota’s GT86 is a sports car that 
positively growls at you - not just 
from a lovely pair of exhausts but 
also from its appearance. 

With traditional sports car looks, it 
has a long bonnet and neat short tail 
and rear splitter with those twin ex¬ 
hausts. Add to that a slightly menacing 
front grille and you have a bit of a mon¬ 
ster on your hands. 

There’s no mistaking the intention of the 
GT86 - a back to basics rear-wheel drive 
sports car that will give you endless pleas¬ 
ure, even though it hasn’t got the most 
powerful engine in its class the naturally 
aspirated engine reaches out to you to hit 
the gas and lay on the revs. The result is 
pure driving enjoyment. And I certainly ex¬ 
perienced that especially on winding twist¬ 
ing roads where you could really appreciate 
that rear-wheel drive coupled with a light¬ 
weight body and plenty of feedback from 
the steering that make the GT86 one of the 
best handling sports cars around. And with 
the car’s powerful brakes that don’t snatch 
at all when you need them in a hurry, driv¬ 
ing quickly (but not overly so!) means you 
gain confidence to push the car hard. In fact 
such was my enjoyment out on the open 
road that I’d quite like to take this out on to 
a track and see just how hard I can push it 
and still feel confident. 

Inside the quality of finish is not terribly 
high but then you’re not paying a premium 
for that - this car is all about the driving. The 
layout makes it feel like a road-going racer 
and the cockpit is driver-focused with in¬ 


strumentation instinctive and functional and 
superb seats. GT86 has the lowest driver hip- 
point of any Toyota production vehicle. The 
seat design was honed using information 
gained during circuit testing at the Nurbur- 
gring to ensure the driver remains comfort¬ 
able when spending long periods behind 
the wheel. The seatback and cushions are 
designed to give the best possible support 
under acceleration G-forces from the front, 
rear and sides. And the shape of the front 
is designed not only for comfort, but also to 
prevent passengers’ elbows from interfering 
with gearshift operation. 

Safety-wise you get seven airbags, stabil¬ 
ity control and a limited-slip differential (that 
gives better grip in corners) as standard. 

Now it may be touted as a 2+2 but in 
reality the rear space is tiny and only really 
useful for storage space. Anyway, who wants 
to be weighed down by any more people? 
This isn’t a car to transport the family and 
friends in. You do, however, get a 243 litre 
boot which is generous for the type of car 
plus with the rear seats folded down space is 
enough for a few days away. 

I drove one of the special editions, a strict¬ 
ly limited one-off collection, and let me say it 
got me noticed with people rather expecting 
a boy racer to emerge from the driver’s door. 
Toyota has transformed a fleet of six GT86 to 
recreate classic liveries and retro styling de¬ 
tails as a tribute to some of the great race and 
rally cars of the past 50 years. Each car is in¬ 
spired by a different model. They include two 
sporting versions of Toyota’s original sports 
car, the 2000GT, and Ove Andersson’s 1970s 
Celica 1600GT rally car - the machine that 
helped inspire Toyota to launch a full inter¬ 
national motorsports programme. The IMSA 
GTU Celica that raced in North America in

the 1980s, the World Rally Championship 
Celica GT-Four and the Esso Ultron Tiger 
Supra from the All-Japan Grand Touring 
Car Championship are also celebrated. 

Vehicle vinyl specialist Motor Mode has 
reproduced key elements from the origi¬ 
nal liveries in the right proportions for the 
GT86. New springs bring the cars’ ride 
height down by 40mm and Rota has pro¬ 
vided new wheels in different finishes to 
capture the retro look. A new Milltek Sport 
stainless steel exhaust system provides 
the finishing visual and aural flourish. 


My ‘tribute’ GT86 was the Castrol Toyota 
Celica GT-Four with red and green Castrol 
livery. This Group A Toyota made its World 
Rally Championship debut in 1994 and 
went on to claim seven podium finishes 
in seven events entered during the 1995 
season, including victory for Didier Auriol 
in the Tour de Corse. I loved it. 

But back to the ‘ordinary’ GT86. If you’re 
tempted it won’t break the bank with prices 
starting from less than £23,000 and it does 
come with Toyota’s five-year warranty. I 
don’t think there’s anything to beat it.

Even better 
performance 
and running 
costs down

The Dacia Duster is now even more ‘shock¬ 
ingly affordable’ to run with the introduction 
of a brand new EU6-compliant 1.6 16V 115 
petrol engine which improves performance, 
reduces fuel consumption and C02 emis¬ 
sions, significantly reduces running costs 
and improves the towing capacity of 4x2 
models. It replaces the previous 1.6 16V 105 
engine. 

With its arrival, Dacia now offers a greater number of 
petrol-engined models in the Duster line-up. Mid-range 
Ambiance 4x2 and 4x4 versions have been added, giving 
a more progressive and logical product line. Previously, 
only entry-level Access models were offered with a petrol 
engine. The new Ambiance versions are priced at £10,495 
(4x2) and £12,495 (4x4). The new petrol engine is also fitted 
to Access versions, which are priced at £9,495 (4x2) and 
£11,495 (4x4). 

There are also reductions in fuel consumption and emis¬ 
sions for Duster models powered by the dCi 110 turbodiesel 
engine, which now meets EU6 emissions standards. As with 
the new petrol engine, this has the effect of lowering the 
VED band of every model. 

There are also improvements to the fuel economy and 
emissions of most models in the Sandero family and the 
Logan MCV with the adoption of EU6 engines. 

The 115hp 1.6-litre 16-valve engine is a brand new unit, 
not simply an EU6 version of the petrol engine previously 
fitted to the Duster. It develops 10hp more than its prede¬ 
cessor at 5,500rpm and has an extra 8Nm of torque - now 
156Nm at 4,000rpm. This trims the 0-62mph acceleration 
time of 4x2 versions from 11.5 to 11 seconds, while for 4x4 
models the reduction is 0.8 seconds to 12 seconds. The top 
speeds rise by 1 mph and 5mph respectively. 

By far the greatest gains are in fuel efficiency and running 
costs, however. For 4x4 versions, C02 emissions tumble by 
30g/km to 155g/km, while NEDC fuel consumption has been 
reduced by 6.2mpg and is now 41.5mpg. This is sufficient 
to slash the annual VED cost by £170 to £180. There are 
substantial gains with 4x2 models, too: C02 falls by 20g/km 
to 145g/km, fuel economy improves by 4.3mpg to 44.1 mpg 
and the yearly VED charge is £35 less at £145. The increase 
in power and torque also raises the towing capacity of 4x2 
versions from 1,200 to 1,500kg so that it is now on a par with 
that of the 4x4 versions. Benefit-in-kind (BIK) taxation is four 
bands lower with all-wheel drive and two bands lower with 
front-wheel drive. 

The new engine is a 1,598cc unit with multi-point fuel in¬ 
jection, driving through a five-speed manual gearbox in 4x2 
models and a six-speed manual in the 4x4s. Engine stop 
and start is standard. 

Efficiency 

The advent of EU6 emissions controls also brings im¬ 
provements in the fuel efficiency and running costs of Dust¬ 
er models powered by the 1.5-litre dCi 110 turbodiesel en¬ 
gine, which now has 20Nm more torque at 260Nm. 

NEDC combined fuel consumption is now 64.2mpg 
(-7.7mpg) in 4x2 models and 60.1 mpg (-6.8mpg) in 4x4s; 
C02 emissions are down to 115g/km (-15g/km) and 123g/ 
km (-12g/km) respectively; and every model is one band 
lower in the VED and BIK scales. 

With the introduction of petrol-engined Ambiance models 
for the first time, Dacia now offers 10 versions of the Duster 
in a more progressive and logical range. 

There are two entry-level Access models (4x2 and 4x4), 
both powered by the new 1.6 16V 115 engine; mid-range 
Ambiance trim is available with both engines and both drive- 
lines; and at the top of the range there are Laureate and 
Laureate Prime versions, all diesel, in 4x2 and 4x4 formats. 

EU6 engines also bring greater efficiency and lower Tun¬ 
ing costs to Dacia’s other models in the UK - the Sandero, 
Sandero Stepway and Logan MCV. 

The 1.2-litre 16V 75 engine in the Sandero and Logan 
MCV now attracts zero VED (previously £130) with a reduc¬ 
tion in C02 emissions from 135g/km to 130g/km. The power 
output is 73hp and the 107Nm of torque now peaks at a 
much lower 4,250rpm, improving performance. Fuel econo¬ 
my is unchanged at 48.7mpg. 

With the 0.9-litre TCe 90 engine available in all three mod¬ 
els, torque has risen from 135Nm to 140Nm, and stop and 
start is now standard. C02 emissions are down by 7g/km 
to 109g/km in the Sandero and Logan MCV, and by 9g/km 
to 115g/km in the Stepway, while the respective fuel econ¬ 
omy improvements are 1.2mpg to 57.7mpg, and 3.1 mpg to 
55.4mpg. 

All three cars are also available with the popular 1.5 dCi 
90, and this also needs less fuel and produces lower emis¬ 
sions with the switch to EU6 controls. For the Sandero and 
Logan MCV, economy improves from 74.3mpg to 80.7mpg, 
with C02 emissions down from 99g/km to 90g/km; in the 
Stepway economy goes up from 70.6mpg to 74.3mpg, with 
C02 down from 105g/km to 98g/km.

Since the third-generation 
model launched in 2011, with its distinctive look, high-quali¬ 
ty interior and high-tech image, the Optima has offered buy¬ 
ers something fresh and different in the D-segment. 

The all-new Optima’s evolutionary new look was de¬ 
signed to be functional and sporty, with exterior dimensions 
that are marginally longer, taller and wider. These changes 
enable a roomier and more comfortable cabin, with more 
head-, shoulder- and rear-seat leg-room and greater cargo 
capacity. From a styling perspective, the new dimensions 
afforded Kia’s designers the chance to introduce a more 
swept-back, dynamic shape. 

This attractive new design makes the fourth-generation 
model the most aerodynamic Optima to date, with drag 
reduced from 0.3 to 0.29 Cd. The all-new Optima will be 
available in Europe in a choice of nine paint colours, and will 
ride on alloy wheels ranging from 16- to 18 inches in diam¬ 
eter. 

The material quality of the all-new Optima’s cabin is signif¬ 
icantly improved over the outgoing model, with a far higher 
proportion of soft-touch materials, as well as cloth and leath¬ 
er trim in natural tones. Tasteful metallic accents throughout 
the cabin add a higher quality ambience to the interior. 

The larger interior and exterior dimensions of the 
fourth-generation Optima ensure that the all-new model is 
the most practical, spacious and comfortable. Cargo space 
has grown from 505 to 510 litres (VDA), with the under-floor 
storage area and a wider boot opening adding greater prac¬ 
ticality. 

Standards
